20 CONSTRUCTION PROJECT SIGNS

The Contractor shall construct two signs; one for project identification and the other
to show on-the-job safety performance.

a. Sample sign drawings together with mounting and fabrication details are
provided at the end of this section. The signs shall be erected as soon as possible and
within 15 calendar days after the date of Notice to Proceed.

b. Thetwo signs are to be displayed side by side and mounted for reading by
passing viewers.

3. Upon acknowledgment of the Notice to Proceed (NTP) and continuing
throughout the contract, the Contractor will record on the daily CQC report, the
occurrence of adverse weather and resultant impact to normally scheduled work. Actual
adverse weather delay days must prevent work on critical activities for 50 percent or more
of the Contractor’ s scheduled workday. The number of actual adverse weather delay days
shall include days impacted by actual adverse weather (even if adverse weather occurred in
previous month), be calculated chronologically from the first to the last day of each
month, and be recorded as full days. If the number of actual adverse weather delay days
exceeds the number of days anticipated in paragraph 2 above, the Contracting Officer will
convert any qualifying delaysto calendar days, giving full consideration for equivalent fair
weather work days, and issue a modification in accordance with the contract clause
entitled “ Default (Fixed Price Construction)”.  (ER 415-1-5) (31 Oct 89)

23 SCHEDULING AND DETERMINATION OF PROGRESS

Pursuant to the contract clause, SCHEDULES FOR CONSTRUCTION

specific specification paragraphs and pay activities, Installed Property listings, Transfer
Property listings, and submittal information relating to specification section, description,
pay activity, and expected procurement period. The sum of all pay activities shall equal
the contract amount, and al Bid Items, Options and Additives shall be separately
identified, in accordance with the Bidding Schedule. Bid Items may include multiple
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activities, but activities may only be assigned to one such Bid Item. This module shal be
completed to the satisfaction of the Contracting Officer prior to any contract payment
(except for Bonds, and Insurance, as approved by the Contracting Officer) and shall be
updated as required.

This method shall be
used, at every contracting tier, to establish the profit factor, for that tier, for every
modification under this contract.

42.1.1 Degree of Risk.

Where the work involves no risk or the degree is very small, the weighting
should be .03; as the degree of risk increases the weighting should be increased up to a
maximum of .12. Lump sum items will have, generaly, a higher weighted value than unit
price items for which quantities are provided. Other things to consider: The portion of
the work to be done by subcontractors, nature of the work, where work isto be
performed, reasonableness of negotiated costs, amount of labor included in costs, whether
the negotiation is before or after performance of work, etc.

42.1.2 Relative Difficulty of Work.

If the work is most difficult and complex the weighting should be .12 and
should be proportionately reduced to .03 to the simplest of jobs. This factor istied in to
some extent with the degree of risk. Some things to consider: The nature of the work, by
whom it is to be done, where, what is the tome schedule, etc.

42.1.3 Size of Job.

All work not in excess of $100,000 shall be weighted at .12. Work estimated
between $100,000 and $5,000,000 shall be proportionately weighted from .12 to .05.
Work form $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 shall be weighted at .04 and work in excess of
$10,000,000 at .03.

42.1.4 Periods of Performance.
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Jobs in excess of 24 months are to be weighted at .12. Jobs of lesser duration
are to be proportionately weighted to a minimum of .03 for jobs not to exceed 30 days.
the term “jobs’ refersto the duration of work required under the modification.

42.1.5 Contractor’s Investment.

To be weighted from .03 to .12 on the basis of below average, average, and
above average. Thingsto consider: amount of subcontracting, mobilization payment
item, government-furnished property, method of making progress payments, etc.

42.1.6 Assistance by Government.

To be weighted from .12 to .03 on the basis of average to above average.
thingsto consider: use of government owned property, equipment and facilities,
expediting assistance, €tc.

42.1.7 Subcontracting.

To be weighted inversely proportional to the amount of subcontracting.
Where 80% or more of the work is to be subcontracted the weighting is to be .03 and
such weighting proportionately increased to .12 where all the work is performed by the
contractor’s own forces.

42.2. When considered necessary because of unusual circumstances or local conditions,
the range of weight may be increased to an upper limit of .15 if supported by adequate
justification and approva of the ACO.

43. PRICING of CONTRACTOR-FURNISHSD AND INSTALLED PRQPERTY AND
GOVERNMENT-FURNISHED CONTRACTOR-INSTALLED PROPERTY :

The contractor shall promptly furnish and shall cause any sub-contractor or supplier to
furnish, in like manner, unit prices and descriptive data required by the Government for
Property Record purposes of fixtures, and equipment furnished and/or installed by the
contractor or subcontractor, except prices do not need to be provided for Government-
furnished Property. This information shall be listed in the RMS CQC Module furnished by
the Government.
